I have Inken ibe 
uaius to compile, from Ihc oRicutf'rf corrR o"f 
Congress, a brief biographical skenh of the 
Senators in Congress from cur State since her 
ndmission Into the Uu13n, June 1, 1792, to the 
present time. As a reminiscence of the past, 
tbis record will prove- interesting to. the o! 1 
citijens of Kentucky, -while as a matter 'of his- 
tory it will be of value to- the young I have 
nrranged the names in alphabetical order, as t 
• would be impossible to place them in the order 
; of Senatorial succession without repeating the 
iiaine of lliu-e Senators who Occupied the post 
tion several dilfereut terms. Tuis is the 
record : 

• Adair, John, born m Chested county. South 
Carolina, 1738.- He was a Senator during the 
yearsor 1803 and 180U, aud a Representative 
in the Tiycn'y-second Congress from 1831 lo 
-183.!. General Adair commanded the Ken- 
tucky troops itujler General Jackson at .Vew 
Orltans. He died- at ll.irro Jsburg, May IP, 
1840. ' 

Harry, William T., was born in Fairfax 
county, Virginia, March. LS, 1 770. Represeut- 
ntive in the Rlwentb Congress, and a Seualor 
(Vo:u Ixl I lo Ib'lo. Ua was also a member of 
President Jackson's Cabinet as Postmaster 
General, an.!, at toe lime of bis death, wbiMi 
occurred in Y.TverpoOl, -iJiigland, 'Aiig«s*_ao, 
was the United Stales Minister to

Bledsoe, Jesse, at one' time a distinguished 
advocate and jnrjit ol Kentucky and a Senator 
in Congress Ironi 1813 lo 1815. He died in 
in June 30, 1837. 

Brown, John, born in Virginia, 1757: Sena- 
tor in Congress from 1703 lo 1803. Died at 
t Frankfort in 1637. 

Hreckiuri.lge, John, a Virginian by birth, 
and the author of the resolutions of 1798, w is 
elected United States Senator in 1301, and in 
ISO* was appointed Attorney General by Pres- 
ident Jttfcisou. He died at Lexington Decem- 
ber 14, 1806. 

Breckinridge, John C, born near Lexington, 
January IB, 1821. Representative in Congress 
from 1851 to 1835; Vice President from March 
f>, 1657, to Match 3. 18G1, when be look his 
Beat in the Suu.tle as ihe successor of Mr. Crit- 
tenden. ' 

Clay, Henry, appointed Senator in 1800, to 
fill the vacancy occasioned by the resignation 
of General Adair. in 1809 he was again 
chosen to till the unexpired term of Thurslon, 
resigned. Mr. Clay was elected to the Senate 
in 1831. He Served until 1842, when be re- 
signed, but in 1849 he was re-eleeled for the 
term which expired with the XXX11I Con- 
gress, March 3, 1853. He again resigned bis 
ueal, lo'take effect September C. 1832, but be 
died in Washington on the 29lh of the pre- 
ceding June. 

Crittenden, John J., born in Woodford conn, 
ty, Ky., September, 178o". He entered the 
Uniic j Slates Senate in 1617, serving then but 
two years. In 1835 lie was again elected Sen- 
ator, and continued to serve in Congress until 
March, 1811, when he was appointed Attorney 
General by President Uarrisou. He was Called 
by the Legislature to resume his seat iu the 
jUfeenate in 1342. He retained this position for 
the larger porliou of the following tweuty 
tears, lie died at Louisville July 25, 13t>3. 
I Mi- Crittenden was the first native Keutuckiau 
I elected to the Senate. 

D.n is, Garrett, born at Mt. Sterling, Sep- 
tember 10, 1801, Representative, iu Congress 
r rom 1839 lo 1817: elected United Stales Seu- 
ir in fsBI, re-elected in 18t>7. Term will 
,.ire March 3, 1873. 

Dixon, Archibald, barn in Caswell county, 
April 2, 1602; and removed to llender- 
couuly, Ky., in 1605. He was a member 
of the United Slates Senate from 1352 lo 
1855.

Oije gallon of waler will evapo- 
rate three pounds 0! the best quality of Salt. 



Cash Value of Knowledbe. — There is 
many an old saw concerning the value 1 f 
knowledge, but it is to.be dotib ed if many 
pause to s-riuusly wci_'ti tint vi a 1 e.et-y 

day expressed in aMla'ri ma cents, It would 
be well, indeed, if, in addition to tbe usual 
decided, but iudisliiiet withal, idea that cul- 
ture is_agood thing, an equally true aud mo'11 
definite notion was current of the money value 
of different degrees ot education, especially as 
relating to practical business methods. For 
example, we lake the average of unskilled 
Operatives in New York City to be about nine 
dollars per week. A first-class workman can 
command twenty-four with greater certainti 
of uninterrupted employment. The difference 
between nine and twnnly-four is fifteen dol- 
lars per week, or seven nundred and eighty dol- 
lars .1 year, which is more than the legal in 
terest of eleven thousand dollar- 1 . In other 
words, the operative who, hf the study 01 
books, and caro in tbe performance of bis 
duties, proves able to ndd fifieen dollars :i 
week to his income, litis gained knowledge loi 
tbe uss of which the world is willing to pay a; 
high a premium as it will for lite use of tin 
amount of money named. This reflection il 
worthy of remembrance by the thousands 0 
young men in workshops and factories who 
with only their unaided hands to build lliei 
future fortunes, arc every day possessed of op 
portunities for acquiring capital not less avail 
able than that craoodied in gold or greenbacks 
American Artisan.

Hardin, Martin D., was born on the Monon- 
gabela ri^er, Peun., June 11, 1780. Served as 
a .Major iu the Army of the Northwest, and 
was a Senator in Congress during the years 
1810 aud 1817. lie died iu Franklin county, 
October 8, 1623. 

Johnson, R. M., born in Kentucky iu 1780. 
Representative in Congress from 1807 to 1813, 
when be raised a volunteer regiment of cav- 
alry, and, as iis Colonel, participated in tbe 
war against the British and Indians. He was 
again a Representative in Congress from 1813 
to 1820. Iu 1819, he was transferred from the 
House to ibe Seuate, wlwre he remained until 
1829. lie was re-elected 10 Ihe House and 
served until 1837, when he became. Vice Presi- 
dent. At the timeof his death, November 19, 
1850, he was a member of tbe Kentucky Leg 
islature. 

Logan, William, the first white child born 
in Kentucky, and Ibe second Senator in Con- 
gress who Was a native of the Slate. Mr. L. 
was born in Harrod-burg December 8, 1776, 
and was a Senator (luring Ibe years 1819 and 
1820. He died in Louisville July 13, 1813.

Ther 
were only five law suits last year, and if 
hadn't been for a meddling lawyer, three o 
these would not have been recorded. The 
county gave a Democratic majority of two 
thousand eight hundred and forty last fall.'' 

The Cincinnati Commercial sometimes 
strikes a vein that pans out well, as in the 
following brief paragraphs : 

Charles Sumner occasionally puts a ereat 
deal of meaning in a few words. Brooks 
struck him over the head with his cane because 
there was no other way of rjso lying to his 
speech. Sumner sent Stanton one word : 
' 'Slick, ' anil be stuck, lie called the report 
that General Grant made to An.lv Johnson 
on the condition of the South, "whitewash , : 
and the report has disappeared under that epi- 
thet. And there was a great deal in the sen- 
tences with which he introduced the resolu- 
tions proposing an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion iipitiii;- l'1'e^id.'iili.tl tii-iK.i!} to a single 
term. lie said : 

'Sir, that is the initial point of the civil 
service reform ; that is the iirst stage in the 
great Worm. The scheme of the President is 
the play of 'Hamlet' without Hamlet. I pro- 
pose by the amendment that I oiler to Bee that 
Hamtarbe brought into the play." 

Civil service reform, ns seen in Washington, 
sceiin to mean t'uiL everybody who is iu office, 
Grant and all, sli a 1 1 remain. It is a nice thing, 
and they have a pretty name for it. 

Grant's man Callender, who had charge of 
the national loinks iu New York, has been ar- 
rested, aud w ill, no doubt, be convicted tor 
receiving bribes from the bank officer! to allow 
them to carry on a loose business. This hank 
examiner was one ol the b lasted safeguards of 
the national banks. It was his duly to exam- 
ine their accounts, not at stated period?, but 
whenever he thought the puhlic interest de- 
manded it, and if lie discovered anything 
wrong to report the fact, and close any shaky 
concern. But, alas, greenbacks were omnipo- 
tent, lie could not resist 'heir influence, aud 
was bribed to wink at the bad condition of 
banks that should have been closed long since. 
Well may Senator Bayard, of Delaware, say : 
"after the expose of Callender, the b.uiltcx tra- 
iner, public confidence in the whole national 
bunk system has been shaken."

By a vole of 3 to 11 the magistrates of liour- 
hon county have rejected the petition of i lie 
directors of the Frankfort, ParU ( and liig 
Sandy Railroad Company, ft was proposed to 
submit to a vole of the people the ipu-stii.n of 
subscribing $400,000 in bonds to the company, 
$20,000 of which were to be payable on de- 
mand, $1 'JO, 000 when the road was completed 
• • the eastern limits of that county, and £190,- 
01 when finished to the Big Sandy, or con- 
B-3 ting with some line of railway to that 
pt/ipt. 

This action on the part of the Bourbon 
comity court is selfish and inexcusable, lint 
the friends ol this enterprise, which is of vast 
and vital importance, do not propose to aban- 
don it on account of this adverse net ion. The 
directors of the company will a>k the Legisla- 
ture to so amend the charter as to require the 
local authorities to submit the question to the 
people. 

It is believed that a large majority of the 
people, of Bourbon county are in favor of Ibis 
road, aud yet they are even denied hii ex- 
pression of opinion upon the sul Ject. It is a 
lime honored principle, and a correct one, that 
rnajoritiei shall rule, and il looks as if the 
j Bourlion county magistrates were usurping a 
little authority in this mat'.er. If a majority 
of the pccpleof that county favor the enter- 
prise, they should be permitted an expression 
of opinion at the poils. If Uiej are opposed 
to il, they could vote it down, and there the 
matter would rest, for the present at least. To 
deny the people the right to speak upon any 
question, smacks very strongly of thai ltadie.il 
intolerance against which the majority of the 
people of Kentucky have been crying out S'i 
loudly. Let the popular wish prevail — let the 
peopte be heard. Tjnis is Democratic djctrine 
— it is correc'. and just. Thy people make 
county magistrates: the. Ittterare servants not 
masters, aud they are ruling it with a high 
hand when they deny to the people the right 
to be heard. When siich obstinacy, such short- 
sightedness, such narrow-mindedness of feeling 
and action manifests itself, it it time for higher 
authorities to Interpose in behall of the people 
and the public interest. If Inch action is to 
be the settled policy of the State, wr may bid 
good-bye not only to railroad enterprises, bui 
to all kinds ol internal improvements.

How to Treat Frost-bitten Pkau Thkcs. — 
Pear trees which have been much injured by 
cold, bad better be cut back lo some hud or 
buds, near tbe stem or ground, not going be- 
low tbe grafted part ; then w rap with cotton 
cloth, dipped iu grafting wax, from the ground 
up, leaving tbe buds only out. This covering 
may be left on until the following spring, or 
removed the latter part of tl.e summer. If the 
cloths are applied early, even though the sap- 
wood should be very much discolored, the sup 
will push through, and du.ing tbe summer a 
new layer of wood will form over the dis- 
colored part; for this reason do not cut down 
the injured trees, but wrap them up to some 
live on I. and the probability is all will come 
out right in tbe fall. This treatment will also 
answer for other kind of trees.

BQfc_Creani, by standing long, is apt to be- 
come bitter. This is the c^se in winter when 
it is accumulated from day today, the quantity- 
being small. It rarely occurs iu summer when 
there is abundnnce of milk, and churning 
is resorted to every day. If it does not thus 
occur it may bo in Ihe feed as suggested by 
correspondents. Thcrn^irti many bitter weeds, 
especially in hay, and more particularly when 
ripe, that doubtless impart ibis principle along 
with others, odors, taiuts, .v.c. (Jlean hay, with 
timely churning and a proper temperature for 
the milk, will probably remedy the evil.

To Guns A Felon. — As soon as the parts 
begin to swell get tbe tincture of lobelia and 
wrap the part affected with a cloth thoroughly 
saturated with the tincture, and the felon is 
dead. An old physician says he has known it 
to cure scores of cases, and it never tails if ap- 
plied in season. — Journal of Medicine. 

Another. — Take common salt, such as is 
used for salting down pork or beef, dry it in 
an oven, then pound it fine and mix with spirits 
of turpentine in equal parts. Put in a rag 
and wrap around the part affected, and as II 
gets dry put on more, and in I weuiy-ibur hours 
jou are cured; the felon is dead.
